Tere have been strikes among tho 
workmen and labourers of Shaughai 
before this year but we do uot remem- 
bor two occurring in one month. But 
whether it be that the righta.of-labour 
movement has slowly reached China,and 
that the builders aud the boat coolies 
have been affected by it, or whethor 
the strikes have been accidentally 
arrived at in close proximity, two of 
them, both owing their origin to the 
same cause, have bappened within a 
short time of each other. Neither was 
of any greut importance when compared 
to the gigantic workmor 
that have on several oo: 
the trade and commerce of Eugland 
and America iuto confusion, but both 
were of sufficient importance to deserve 
more than passing notice. Iu the case 
of the builders the natare of their 
avocations makes it uulikely that » 
strike among them would at any 
time inflict injury upon the general 
public, The contractors avd them. 
selves, aud the owners of the property 
in course of construction, with those 
who might be concerned with them, 
would loge time and money, but 
beyond the risk to the public w 
aud the inoouvenience of having a 
number of discontented men in onr 
midst, the interests of peuple in general 
would not be involved. But it is 
vory different when a olass of men 
whose labour is or may at times be 
of vital necessity to the ourrent trade 
of the port go out upon strike. As 
circumstances bave turned ont, it bas 
nob much mattered on this vocasion 
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that some hundreds of cargo boatmen 
have refused to work. The rains 
and storms of a week and less ago, 
and the uncertainty produced by the 
daily telegrams from Europe, lave 
fought against the strikers, who have 
thus been unfortunate. But things 
might have been quite differeut. 
‘We might have had the hot, bright, 
weather to which we are accustomed 
at this time of year, and business 
in toa, silk, and imports might have 
boon going on with that briskuess 
which is traditional daring the ship- 
ping season in every port in the East. 
Had it been so lately the strike of the 
cargo boatmen would have been a mis- 
fortune, something similar, when every. 
thing is taken into account, to those 
strikes among the dock labourers in 
London and Liverpool from which such 
great losses and inconvenience to mer- 
chants have resulted. We are inclined, 
for reasons which a little consideration 
will, we believe, make apparent to every. 
one, to look upon the strike of these 
mon as of much more importauce to 
the general public here than the recent 
movemont among the builders. But 
as the strike among the latter went on 
it revoaled the existence of what must 
always to some extent bo a danger to 
the peaco of euch a community as this, 
The rivalry and ill-fecling which are 
always present whon Chinese from dif. 
feront provinces or districts are cou- 
gregated together became apparent, aud 
at ono time threatening. Thero was 
one riot which might easily have been 
followed by a series. That events took 
another course is’ probably as much 
due to tho alarm of the building guilds 
as to anything olse, It is not the 
policy of those organizations to bring 
themselves into open conflict either 
with their own or with the foreign 
authorities they naturally preferscoreay. 
Moreover the Viceroy was somewhere 
in the neighbourhood, and very uulikely 
to overlook any serious breach of the 
pence, the origin of which could bo 
traced sufficiently near to a wealthy 
body of men to make them fitting 
subjects for one of those patriotic 
collections which ELE. delights to 
bring into the treasury. In this Inst 
strike among tho cargo-boatmeu there 
hos been as great an absence of 
the unruly couduct which brings about 
rioting as we could expect when 
sevoral hundred ignorant aud excited 
men “were out of work. It is use. 
less to say, as we have often hoard 
it said lately, that the origin of the 
strike, and the reason for its occurring 
when it did, aro both referable to secret 
and evil councils accepted by the coolies. 
The strike was caused by squeezes on 
the part of the headmen, and this 
has generally been the reason of such 
movements in China. ‘There were very 
probably other and interested persous 
who instigated the strike at the timo 
when it was most likely to be effectual, 
But these would havo altogether failed 
to porsnade soveral hundreds of needy 
and in their way shrewd men, accns- 











tomed to the piuch of poverty, and 
living from hand to mouth, to throw 
away their daily bread, had there not 
been pressing evils which the coolies 
could endure no longer. Recent changes 
in the Shanghai Cargo Boat Com- 
pany no doubt helped to bring matters 
to a head. The case of the coolies ns 
laid before the public in the proceed- 
ings before the Chinese magistrates, 
shows that they have been subject to 
severe exactions at the hauds of the 
middlemen between the cargo-bont 
company and themselves. Of course 
these were defended on the ground of 
custom, an argument that it is the 
interest of every foreigner to combat 
whenever an opportunity presents it- 
self. It is a pity that counton- 
auce was lent to it on the present 
occasion. Good policy requires that 
these old customs should be broken up 
as soon as possible, and it is not for 
the interests of foreign trade here that 
the exactions of the middlemen should 
be supported simply because they aro 
in accordance with usage. Ou the con- 
trary, every such opportunity as those 
of the two strikes we are considering, 
should be availed of to put the relations 
between the foreign employer and the 
native workman or labourer on such a 
clear basis, that the former will kuow 
pretty well into whose pockets his money 
goes. This cannot be done suddenly, but 
everything should be taken advantage 
of to bring about a now state of affairs, 
Wo aro glad to hear that there is a 
prospect of this strike being terminated 
to-day, and it will be a matter for con- 
gratulation if the disputes are adjusted 
without adopting such measures as 
the importation of coolies from other 
plac That might have defeated the 
cargo-boat men, but it might have 
endangered the public peace, aud that 
it was not resorted to is, we hope, au 
evidence that when disputes between 
employers aud employed occur here, 
a settlement will be sought for them 
in considerate treatment of the claims 
of the men. We cannot conclude with- 
out a word of praise for the manner in 
which the Che-hsien and Magistrate 
Chen performed their duties during the 
enquiry into the builders’ strike. Both 
officials showed a spirit of fair dealing, 
and took such a common-sense view of 
the position between the foreiguers aud 
their labourers, that if the same qua- 
lities were oftener displayed the opinion 
which residents here and elsewhere 
have of them as a class would be 
improved.

‘We hear bad accounts of the heat and 
its consequences in Peking, A correspon- 
dent writes to us that the temperature in 
the city is unbearable, tho thermometer 
at Chiao-min Hsiang—where the Foreign 
Logations are situated—having reached, 
on one occasion, 108° Fahr. in the shade ! 
This part of the city lies low, and is not 
considered so healthy as the northern por- 
tion, which is a very great deal higher ; 
but even there the glass touched 103°. 
In consequence of this excessive heat, 
there has been much mortality among the 


Chinese from EL, a choleraic disorder 
which carries off che victim suddenly. 

At Yen Chi in Chekiang there are 
extensive cotton plantations, only a very 
small portion of the land ‘being appro- 
priated for the cultivation of wheat aud 
Tice. During the last forty days, says 
the Shén Pao, there has been a ‘heavy 
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downpour of rain; the cotton and wheat 
fields have produced more grass than crops. 
‘As often as there is a break in the weather 
they employ a large number of men at the 
rate of 200 or 300 cash a day to drain of 
the water and cut the grass. The crops 
have proved to be stunted, the roots de- 
cayed and a considerable portion destroyed. 
On the 3rd inst. the weather was fine and 
the people hoped the rain had ceased. 
During the night and following day, how- 
ever, the rain came on with increased sever- 
ity and the labours of the previous day were 
totally undone. In Hupei on the 24th ult. 
the sky was overcast, rain fell at intervals, 
the thermometer stood at 82, the tide was 
high and the water has since risen at the 
rate of four or five inches a day. ‘The 
Fuh Wo left Hankow on the 4th 
when the watermark at Hankow re 
40it, Gin, Peoploare in great distress, and 
the ‘crops having been destroyed, grave 
fears are entertained of an approaching 
dearth. 

‘The telegram published on Tuesday gi 
no reason for the hints at resiguation at 
buted to Mr. Gladstone, aud considering 
that the message states that the energetic 
portion of the Government policy regard:

Or it may be ho has 
taken the pet again as he did in 1874, 
But if there is auy foundation for the 
telegram beyond sensational rumour in 
the newspapers we do not expect that 
the action of the Premier will yo beyond 
hints, ‘The radical associations will be set 
to work, and the will of the people declared, 
in caucus, to be that Mr. Gladstone's policy 
whatever it may be, must be paramount. 
Some colleague may’be sacrified or obliged 
to forego his opp. Premi 
views, and the Government will go on. 

‘A Correspondent writes :—‘ Now that 
shares in public companios are being taken 
up #o readily, it might be a good oppor- 
tunity for some public-spirited person to 
raise the necessary capital for the estab- 
lishment of Swimming-baths.

way as the pouy, and had to be mercifully 
put out of its misery. Both the buffaloes 
were taken with some difiiculty to the 
Municipal Police Station, and shot; oue 
died, but the other by last accounts was 
still alive with four bullets in its head. 

‘A Correspondent of the Zemperance Union 
writing fom Ya Shan under date of 21st 
‘ives some interesting particulars of a 
Gisastrous flood which occurred in that city 
onthe19:hult. Theriverrosetremendously, 
aud rushing into the city at four gateways 
soon made the thoroughfares like rivers, 
some of the streets having over ten feet of 
water in them. On the main road from 
Chekiang the torrent forced its way throuzh 
all obstacles; beat down walls, upset house: 
and carried away furniture in abundauce. 
Several villages have been almost totally 
destroyed and many lives have been lost, 
‘The mission-houso and chapel were un- 
fortunately situated in one of the worst 
localities. ‘There was eight feet of water on 
the premises ; the back walls, a heavy pair of 

‘irs aud several articles of furnitare were 
carried away. ‘he unfortunate people 
were seen everywhere, busily gatherwag 
up the fragments of their rained homes 
aud patching up temporary lodgings, 
Drowned pigs, horses, mules, etc, were 
lifted out of the water and ‘cooked for 
food, whilst the bodies of human being 
still lay untouched. “Drowned pork” 
could be purchased on the 21st ult. for 
twenty cash per catty and mule or horse 
flesh at thirty and thirty-six respectively. 
About twenty-five yards of the city walls 
have been washed away. Had the water 
risen by night the loss of life would probably 
have been much greater. Even as things 
are, the ‘oldest inhabitant’ can remembor 
no flood so terrible as this,

Its bl 
dant hills, charming landecapes, and fine, 
invigorating air, have been’ compared 
of ‘Italy. ‘Tho nearest . port 
ly less than the distanco be- 
twoon Shanghai and Nagasaki, and may 
be reached, we believe, from Chefoo in 
nine hours. We hope that when the neces- 
sary Corisular and Customs establishments 
in the Corean ports are opened, foreigners 
will be able to run ovor to them and atay 
there to recruit their health when they 
feel so inclined. Ono hours good roporta, 
of the climate of Viadivostock ; 
it is perhaps a little to be wondered at that 
more people, who profess themselves tired 
of Chefoo, do not take a trip to the Russian 
port, where the climate and surroundings 

resent sv thorough a change from those 
in this pact of China, A gentleman lately 
returued from Formosa, too, speaks in 
enthusiastic terms of tho purity of the air, 
the beauty of the sconery, and the agroo-

‘That 
the Hydrographic Department has adopted 
Capt. Mobsby’s observations is suflicient 
evidence of the care aud industry which he 
anust have employed in the recording them 5 
and, of course, the charts require no com:

We are informed that the design of 
formally communicating to tho ‘Tsung-li 
Yamén_ the Opium Memorial drawn up 
by the Peking missionaries to the House 
of Commons, has been abandoned. Also, 
that the missionaries of Shanghai have 
declined, for good and sufficient rea- 
sons, to sign the document in question ; 
and it has been returned to Peking. 

Remarking on the trade in woollens in 
Hankow the Commissioner of Customs 
says that tho demand for them was steady 
during the year, and had not been in any 
way affected by’ the manufacture of cloth 
at the Lan-chou Fu mills, “This latter 
is well spoken of,” ho writes, “ but none 
of it is on tho market here, and a few 
specimens aro probably all that lave ao far 
come before the public, except near the 

lace of production, where it is eagerly 
Bought up as fast as manufactured,” 

‘The following remarks on the trade in 
Brick Tea in 1881 are given in the Report 
of Trade at Hankow written by the Com- 
missioner of Customs.—Brick Tea was ex- 
ported to tho extout of 191,541.85 piculs 
—namely, Black Brick ‘Tea, 143,562.81 
piguls, ahd Green, 47,949.64 piculs, 

ing an improvement of 23,266.15 piculs 
compared with 1880, This is due to tho 
development of the trade in tho latter 
description, which is not mado from dust 
but from coarse leaves and stalk is 
principally in demand amongst the tribes 
in Siberia and Mongolia. Hitherto it has 
gone overland from ‘Tientsin, but a line of 
steamers has lately been started by somo 
of the Russian merchants at Kiakhta to 
run between Nicolaiovsk, at the mouth of 
the Amoor, to Strelinsk, a distance of 
1,800 miles, and only 400 miles short 
of Irkutsk; and these steamers connect 
during tho summer wi 

lying between Shanghai and Nicolaiovak. 

‘his improved system of transport has 
cheapened the cost of Green Brick Tea very 
materially, and an increased demand has 
followed, resulting in a gain of 32,019.30 
piouls. ‘Black Brick ‘Tea, on the other 
hand, shows a falling off of 8,746.24 piculs, 
large stocks in Siberia having checked its 
manufacture. The abolition of Transit 
Dues in October camo too late in tho 
‘season to affect business in this staple, the 
bulk of the export having already gono ; 
but there is no doubt that the concession 
will prove a great boon, and that it will 
stimulate trade to an appreciable extent by 
lessening the cost here, and thereby deduct 
something from the heavy transport charge 
that at present maintain prices in Central 
Siberia, Hand presses have now entirely 

jiven place to steam, and an additional 

ydraulic press for the production of small 
cakes or bricks of the “ compressed 
‘Toa” pattern has lately beon erected. 

Regarding native opium the Commis- 
sioner of Customs at Nowchwang says :— 
Native opium comes down from the coun- 
try in square, or, perhaps more correctly 
speaking, oblong cakes, each cake weighing 
about 4'lbs. It pays dues in Kirin, it 
coming from that distance,and is subjected 
to further imposts on its arrival ere. A 
quantity of Sesamum Seodcake is imported 
here yearly and seut north for the express 
purpose of adultorating Native Opium, 
and as if this was not enough to put in, 
hog akin ie boiled down into a jelly and 
added. A native, on being questioned as 
to which drug he thought most harmful, 
replied “Foreign,” adducing at his reason 
that the Foreign was pure, and therefore 
strong, and that the Native was weak by 
reason of extraneous substances being in- 
corporated with it, such substances, how- 































































ever, being in themselves innocuous.

THE, PROPOSED MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS 
AND BYE-LAWS. 
We are now in possession of the re- 
sults arrived at by the Collective Wis- 
dom of diplomacy in Peking, after 
fifteen months’ deliberation upon the 
Municipal Regulations aud By-laws 
proposed for adoption in Shang- 
hai. These are of special interest 
at the present moment, There was 
never a time, perhaps, in which the 
position and powers of the Mani- 
cipal Council stood in greater need of 
accurate definition. The Chinese have 
boon unquist ; strikes have taken placo 
among several classes of native work- 
men, woe have been threatened with 
serious distarbauces, aud a jadgmont 
has recontly beou delivered by the 
Court of Foreign Consuls which, what- 
ever may be eaid in its favour, was 
certaiuly cnloulnted to weaken the 
power of the Municipal Council ia the 
administration of publio affairs. In 
view, therefore, of these events, and 
tho fruit they are likely to bear in the 
distant if not the immediate future, it is 
difficult to read the ‘ Alterations Pro- 
posed’ in the Municipal Rogulations by 
the Ministers without feelings of dis- 
appointment and alarm, ‘There is ove 
polioy rauning all through the pro- 
posals’ of the Ministers, and re-appenr- 
ing in the most unexpected places ; 
the policy of increasing the power 
of, the Consnls, and, proportion. 
ately, dooronsing that of the recog- 
executive body. Now it must 
bo admitted, of course, that the Muni- 
cipal Oonnoil has nothing to fall back 
‘upon, or appeal to, excepting the Court 
of Consuls. Diplomatically considered, 
it has no atatus of its own. The undor- 
mining of its authority, therefore, 
might be considered, at the first blush, 
‘as a snficiently logical process; on 
closer examination, however, as we pro- 
0 to show, it is found to have a 
tendency oxtremely mischievous, and 
oaloulated to give rise to serious com- 
plications in the event of any emer- 
gonoy. Tho policy itself is a‘dangerous 
one, although of conrso there are 
instances in which its practical applioa- 
tion is less likely to be fraught with in- 
conyenionce than in others. ‘Take, fox 
example, the clause inserted by the 
Ministers on page 18. This raus as 
follows :— ‘ 
In all casos in which electors in public 
meeting assembled as herein provided de- 
cide upon any matter of a Municipal 
nature not already enumer 
ing the general interests such decision 
shall first be reported by the Chairman to 
the Consuls for their concurrence and ap- 
proval and unless such approval be given 
such Resolution shall not be valid and 
i i always that a term of 
ypse_betwveen the dato of 
ion and the sig i 
proval by the Consul during w 
any person considering himself prejudiced 
in property or interest by the Resolution 
may represent his case to the Consuls for 
consideration. After the expiration of the 
‘m of two months the Consular approval 
if signified hall be considered binding. 







































Hore we have tho first instance of the 
eubancement of power placed in the 
hands of the Consuls. We do not 
criticise the provision itself ; we simply 
quote it as an indication of the policy 
which will be found to play such havoc 
with the subsequent regalations. ‘Tho 
next alteration restricts the taxing 
power of the Council :— 

Tho rates taxes dues and fees which the 
Municipal Body shall have power to impose 
and levy shall be as follows :— 

1.—A rate in respect of land based upon 

the assessed value provided that such rate 
do not exceed 5/10 of one per cent. of such 
value, 
Here, the words we have italicised are 
added by the Ministers. Again it is 
the principle rather than the practice 
which is the more open to criticism. 
The next alteration, however, which 
claims onr notice, is a very grave one, 
Article XII, as submitted by the Land. 
renters, rans thus:— 

In case of any sudden riot or gravo dis- 
turbance threatening the Settlement the 
Municipal Council shall at once sond notice 
of the fact to the Senior Consul and having 
done so shall be at liberty to take such 
steps as the public safety may in their 
opinion require. 

—which the Ministers suggest shall bo 
modified as follows :— 

In case of any sudden riot or grave 
disturbance threatening the Settlement 
the Municipal Council shall at once send 
notice of the fact to the Consuls, 

We submit that the alteration here 
proposed is nothing less than disastrous, 
Tn the case of a riot, by which our 
safoty and even our lives may be en- 
dangered, the Couucil may do nothing 
but send notice of the fact to the 
Consuls, And what are the Consuls 
to do? Have they any trained men, 
polico or military, at their disposal ? 
Is the Council to sit with folded hands 
while their coolies are waiting at the 
various Consulates for a reply, and 
crowds of rioters gathering in the 
streets? ‘There is no hiut given what 
help the Council are to expect. It 
is presumable that the Consuls are to 
consult together, aud then issue the 
requisite authority to act; butit might 
be that a refereuce to Peking is neces. 
sary for all that the Ministers youch- 
safo to say upon the subject. This is a 
most important poiut, and it becomes 
still more so when we consider the 
strange way in which all our measures 
for self-defence are overlooked. In By- 
law XI the Municipal Council is em- 
powered to provide for the appointment 
of officers to the Defence Corps. This 
clause ins been struck out. Why? Is 
this placing too great a power in our 
hands? OF course we fully understand 
the opposite danger of leaving the 
adoptiou of defensive mensures entirely 
auder the coutrol of the Commandant. 
It would never do for some hot-headed 
aud over-zenlous man to have power 
to call ont the Volunteers and perhaps 
even cotamence action, without any 
rofereuce to the Senior Cunsal. Bat 
the very existence of the Volunteer 
force is here iguored. The view 
taken of the Settlement by the Minis- 














ters is, to say the least, a very pe- 
culiar one, As far as their recognition 
is concerned, we have no Volunteer 
corps, and a Municipal Council with 
nothing but a police-force that they 
are, apparently, not permitted to uso. 
The fact that the Ministers deprive the 
Council of the right to “ take such steps 
as the public safety may in their opinion 
require,” that they ignore the exist- 
ence of any machinery for defence, and 
reject the power of the Council to pro- 
vide for the appointment of volunteor 
officers, leaves us to draw no other 
conclusion. This, again, is a blow to 
the power of the Council and the 
safety of the Settlement for which 
no compensation is offered, as far as 
appears in print, and ono which may 
lead to serious results. But to proceed. 
Article XIII in its original form pro- 
vides that particulars of all lots of land 
within the settlement registered in the 
offices of the Treaty Consuls and 
Chinese authorities should be furnished 
to the Municipal Council. The Minis- 
tors deprive of the Council of this 
priviloge, leaving it simply the right 
to “apply for” such particulars—a 
right, we submit, which anybody oan 
both claim and putin force. Whether 
such application is likely to be effective 
is not intimated. Some radical changes 
aro also made by the Ministers in the 
By-laws affecting rime. The police 
are authorised to arrest within the 
settloments or neighbourhood any per- 
son clarged with, or in the act of com- 
mitting, @ crime, without being pro- 
vided with a warrant; but they are no 
longer permitted to pursue such person 
into “any premises” in which ho may 
have taken refuge, even “if necessary.” 
Thus a man caught in the very act of 
committing a crime on the publio high. 
way has only to ran into the nearest 
door or jump over the nearest fence, 
if 60 bo there is a private garden on 
the other side—and he is immediately 
beyond the grasp of the law for a timo, 
Tho Ministers have withdrawn all such 
facilities as are laid down in the 
original regulations. ‘This is in By-law 
LXI, and the emendment is to bo 
deplored. But there is a still more 
unfortunate instance in By-law LAVIIIL, 
As framed by the Municipal Oouncil, 
this rans as follows :— 

In tho event of any crime committed by 
a Chinese subject within the Settlement of 
which the Municipal Police cannot take 
cognisance or in the eveut of any such sub- 
ject who is charged with any such crit 
taking refuge within the Settlement the 
Municipal Police shall on the production 
of a warrant countersigned by one or more 
members of the Court of Oonsuls afford 
such assistance as required towards the ap- 
prehension of such subject within the Set- 
tlement and an Officer or Constable of the 
said Municipal Police shall always be present 
when such arrest is made but no arrest shall 
be made by such Officer or Constable and the 
Municipal Police shall be at all times author- 
ised to arrest without a warrant any person 
attempting to apprehend any Chinese subject 
within the Settlement except as hereinbefore 
provided. 
The italicised words, be it understood, 
have been struck out by the Ministers. 
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‘This is a very bad alteration. Its effect 
will be to hand over Chinese within the 
settlement to be dealt with by yamén- 
runners, and to prevent the Manicipal 
police arresting Chinese officers who 
are illegally attempting to apprehend 
euch persons within the Manicipal 
limite, It is well kuown that the police 
havo suffered from the incursions of 
yaméa-ranuers before now, and it is 
deeply regrettable that such irregalari- 
ties aro now legalised aud all powor 
taken out of the hands of the police to 
stop them. It is not necesanry to go 
farther into the subject of these unlucky 
alterations, Some are unimportant ; a 
fow are an improvement—to wit, those 
mado in By-laws IX, LXVII, and 
LXXII. Bat the general tenor of 
thom is bad, The power of the Council 
is seriously curtailed, that of the 
Consuls very much increased, without, 
as far as wo are informed, placing the 
requisite materials in their hands, and 
the Settlement thrown more than ever 
into the hands of the Chinese. This 
policy we believe to he both perilous 
and retrogressive, and its adoption at 
the presout juucture is something more 
than a mistake, 





UW HUNG-CHANG ON RAILWAYS. 

‘Taw apparent reluctance of the Chinese 
Government to sanction the intcodac- 
tion of railways into the Empire is not 
duo to tho fact that they are ignorant 
of the benefits that would be derived 
from the innovation, These have beon 
clearly and fully set before them in 
the remarkable state-papers presented 


to the Throne some time ago by General | fi 


Lin Ming-obuan and the thon Viceroy 
of Ohibli, bat, we need scarcely add, 
not published in tho Gazette. The 
Momorial of Gonoral Lin was intended, 
apparently, to provide the Viceroy with 
an opportunity of expressing his views 
upon tho subject, as the Iattor was, in 
the nataral course of ovonts, called 
upon by the Throne to report upon 
the proposition. The failare of the 
achome, as our readers aro of course 
aware, was duo primarily to the defec- 
tion of Lin Kun-yi, thon Viceroy of 
the Liang Kinug; but he has siuce 
fallen into disfavonr, and it is possible 
that tho efforts of tho colleagues be 
betrayed may yob bring forth fruit. 
‘The Goneral’s placot atande first. From 
a foreigner’s point of view, itis a carious 
ocument. ‘The writer begins by avow- 
ing that his abilities aro as worthless as a 
common weed, He informs the Emperor 
that, overcome by a sense of the favours 
showered upon him by His Majesty, he 
has frequently risou in the dead’ of 
night and cast ferce glances around 
him, while teats of rage bave rolled 
down his cheeks because of his incapa- 
city to emulate even a dog or a horse 
in practically oxpressing Lis gratitude. 
He then draws a vivid pictare of the 
perils to which the Empire is exposed, 
and urges the vecessity of defence. 
‘Phere are dangers from Russia, he 
says, whp grips Ching by the throat, 

















clings to her back, and meuaces her 
vitals; while Chins, suffering from the 
infirmities of age, is powerless to help 
herself. He then proceeds to enn- 
merate the advantages of the railway- 
system in figurative bat forcible lau- 
guage, urging with no small courage 
that the coercion of Russia and the 
coutempt of Japan have resulted from 
China’s immobility. The funds neces- 
sary for the enterprise, he says, need 
present no difficulty. Foreign capital- 
ists would be only too glad to pro- 
vide China with what loans she wauts 
for the development of her internal 
resources; aud to delay in the mat. 
ter would be to imitate the example 
of the proverbial man of Chou, who 
slept on firewood and fed on gall, 
The opportunity thus afforded to Li

subject was taken fall advantage of in 
his report. While the placet of Gen- 
eral Lia startled by its somewhat sen- 
sational style, the report of the Grand 
Secretary went into tho details of the 
subject in a practical and statesman- 
like manner. He proposed that there 
should be two main lines ; one running 
from Tsing-Kiang-pa acruss the pro- 
vince of Shantang, and the other from 
Hankow througl the province of Honan, 
both terminating in Peking. In the 
north, and wilh a view to communica- 
tion with the western and Mauchurian 
provinces, he snggested two other 
lines, running between the Capital and 
Kansn, and the Capital and Moukden, 
respectively. Tho benefits which would 
arise to the Empire were this project 
carried out, aro nine in uumber. The 
t would accrue to Kinng Pei—the 
districts north of the Yang-teze—whero 
there is no intercommanication by 
water, aud where locomotion is con- 
sequently slow and difficult. In tho 
second place, the construction of rail- 
ways would be useful in effecting the 
rapid concentration of troops iu cases of 
emergeucy. Thirdly, the Capital itself 
would be advantaged, from politi 

commercial, and social standpoints, 
of which are dilated ou with much dis. 
crimination. Fourthly, it would redound 
to tho groator well-being of the people, 
especially in times of famine. Fifthly, 
it would be of use iu the transport- 
service during war, and in conveying 
tice from the south, Sixthly, it would 
greatly expedite the transmission of 
official despatches and private letters. 
Seventhly, it would be of the highest 
possible value in working mines. 
ive an impotus to 
steam-uavigation, and redound to the 
ntage of both undertakings. 
Ninthly, it would be of the greatest 
possible service to travellers. These 
nine points, which we have but briefly 
enamerated, are all argued with great 
acuteness and force, avd placed in a 
vivid light, ‘The Memorialist proceeds 
to deal with the old and exploded 
objections to the introduction of rail. 
ways: that it would throw boatmen 
ane carters out of employment, and 
oreste widespread gnd irremediable 
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misery among a large class of the 
popalation. ‘This point is admirably 
taken up, the Memorialist showing that 
so far from such persons suffering, 
they would have extra work to do, and 
be placed in possession of increased 
means of livelihood. But of course all 
this is hedged round with certain cou- 
ditions. The project of the Viceroy 
does not contemplate the interference 
of foreigners in the undertaking. All 
such interference is to be avoided, in 
so far as it would prevent the Chinese 
having fall mastery over tho lines, 
Foreign employés, we presume, would 
be a necessity ;'but they are to have 
no authority or interest in the matter 
heyond such as would accrue to the 
position they hold in the service, In- 
-leed, says His Excellency, it would bo 
hetter not to permit foreiguers even to 
hecome shareholders. This of course 
is comprebonsible enough, and we do 
“ot feel disposed to quarrel with what 
the Viceroy no doubt considers a natural 
and fair precaution. Ho then goes in- 
to questions of fiuauce, speaks of how 
to regulate the aunual expenditure, and 
concludes by proposing that Lin Ming. 
chuan be appointed Director-General 
of Railways in Chiua, 

The preject, we kuow, has failed; but 
the Viceroy has not given up all hop 
by any menus, of carrying through his 
wish eventually. It is at least satisfac. 
tory to feel that all that can be said in 
favour of it has been said, and that it 
was only a private intrigue that pre- 
vented the sanction of the scheme at 
the time it was brought forward. It 
is satisfactory, too, to know that Li 
Hung-chang is 80 conversant with the 
exact advantages to bo derived from its 
adoption, and that he bas not sorupled 
to lay them oue by one before the 
Throne. When His Excellency emerges 
from his retirement, and assumes the 
Commandership of tho Military and 
Naval Forces in the North, he will be 
in perhaps a better position to pross his 
viows upon the Throne than hitherto; 
if, as seems probable, he will not bo 
forced to resume the Vicoroyalty of 
Chibli for good. His hands will then 
be freer, and he will have a fall op. 
portunity of devoting bis attention to 
matters affecting the welfare of tho 
country as a whole. 





























THE ORIGIN OF OPIUM SMOKING. 
‘Tae nucertainty felt on more thau one 
point by writers on opium-smoking has 
been very marked. It bas been found 
difficult to say when it began, whore 
it began, and who introduced it, Some 
state that it originated two centuries 
ago, and others one. Some ascribi 
to the Datoh, others to the Huglish, 
and others to the Chinese themselves, 
Mr. T. T. Cooper said that the habit 
of smoking opium bad existed on the 
western border of China for a great 
many years, probably for a couple of 
centuries, This was his impression, 
Where is tho evidence? Mr. Hobson 
was informed {hat opiam onme to the 
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western provinces of Chiua from India 
aud ‘Tibet. At first the poppy was 
cultivated for medical purposes ; after- 
wards, in the time of Ch‘ien Lung, 
1786 to 1796, it came to be smoked, 
and smoking commenced quite early 
in Szechnen. The Delegates of the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce stated 
in 1870 that the opium-pipe is believed 
by the Szechnen people to be a Can- 
tonese invention, aud dates from the 
year1830. Mr.Tarner, Secretary of the 
Auli-Opium Society, refers to the first 
published memorial agaiust opium from 
@ Governor of the Canton province in 
1799, as being the first disti 
euce on record to smoking as a common 
practice ; and he adds thut the vice did 
not become serious long before that 
time, though its early beginnings may 
go back a good way into the century. 
He also remarks that 1769 is a prob- 
able date for the introduction of this 
banefal indulgence. The renson of his 
suggesting that dato is that the import 
suddenly rose at that time from 200 
to 1,000 chests. Then we have the 
remarkable statement of Wei-yuen, a 
native of Hunan, contained “in his 
work foreign countries known 
as Hai.kuo-tu.chi, to the effect 
that opium smoking was introduced 
in the closing years of lust contury 
and spread rapidly from that time to 








Opium-smoking was tho result of 
tobneco-smoking, aud really began 
somewhere about 1720 in the same 
part of Chiua whore tobaeco-smokiug 
hind beou introduced a coutury before. 
"This may be shown by au appeal to 
books containing an account of eveuts 
in Formosa aud Amoy, in the roign of 
Yung Chéog, which extonded from 
1736. The Book of Statutes of the 
prosent dynasty is very valuable, nob 
only because it aids us to acquire a 
knowledge of actual Chinese law, but 
for its historical elucidations, each 
statute being founded on memorials 
aud each memorial containing the hi 
tory of the matter it discusses. ‘The 
Book of Statutes contains two edicts 
on tho subject of opiam-smoking. One 
dates itself 1730, aud the other 1781, 
Thoro is also a passage iu tho History 
of Formosa which throws light on 
these edicts, aud probably the memo- 
riuls on which the edicts were 
founded contained statemeuts of a kind 
resembling what we find in this ex- 
tract, According to the information 
afforded by these documeuts the origin 
of opium-smokiug was somewhat as 
here follows. After the Dutch had 
been driven from Formosa by the re- 
solution and cruel inflexibility of 
Koxinga, who preferred barbarity to 
to policy, the emigrants from the 
mainland who fled from ‘Tartar 
domination by thousands lived for 
many years side by side with the abori- 
gines, who formed two bodies or sets 
of clans—the mountaineers aud tho 
agriculturists. Some of the agricul- 
turists remained independeut, aud 
formed connexious with tho more law- 








less of the Chinese emigrants. Tllegal 
brotherloods were entered into and 
blood pricked from the arm or hand 
was used to write the oath of union in 
proof of ils being a covenant of life 
and death, Some bold and unscrupal- 
ous Chinese usually were without wives 
or land, and therefore those who were 
more uncontrolled in their actions, en. 
gaged some of the fiercer among the 
aborigines to go with them secretly over 
the border into Chinese territory to com- 
mit acts of murder and robbery. ‘to 
these things were added the pasting 
up of slanderous and seditions placards 
having no name attnched, together 
with the promotion of opium-smoking 
and gambling. Several viciously dis- 
posed youths used to meet in the even- 
ing to smoke opium with « short pipe, 
after the raw article had been builed 
to suit it for this purpose, An entor- 
tainwent was provided of fruit and 
pastry, and the night was passed in 
sensual indulgence of the most wicked 
kind, Those who joined these mid- 
night gatherings for rivt aud vice for 
the first time, were required to pny 
nothing ; after a time they were com- 
pelled to como from the craving they 
began to feel, aud this was the prelude 
to gradual iain, ‘Their shrivelled coun- 
tenances, sunken chins, and luck-lustre 
eye, excited a compnssionnte horror, 
‘Phey recovered » tranquil appearance 
with a new indulgence of the pipe, but 
quickly fell a prey to this banefal 




























habit, and never lived, it is ndded, 
more than three years, When the 
emperor was i new vice 
and its atten he issued 


special statutes by which the sale of 
opium was punished with the cangue 
for n mouth, and exile for three years, 
while keepers of opium-smoking tav- 
ery were condemned to death by 
strangling. ‘The wborigines are repre- 
sented as being influenced by the love 
of guin in t the young Chinese 
to try the opium pipe, und ns fleecing 
theu of their money by teaching them 
a bad habit which took away their 
power of self-control aud made them 
the slaves of a drug. The laws how- 
over, ure maiuly directed against the 
Chinese, who were guilty of being 
principals or accessories in these mal- 
practices. Amoy is implicated with 
Formos the origination if this un- 
doubted evil. When penalties are 
also threatened against Superintend- 
ents of Customs who allow the sale 
of opiam it is likely that Amoy is 
especially pointed nt. Opium-smokiug 
was born theu in the company of 
various hateful crimes, aud the untold 
mischief which it works was first 
witnessed in Formosa aud Amoy about 
the year 1720. Such is the result 
of the reading of the past aided by 
the lurid light which shines from 
these documents. 

Bat why has Wei-yuen misled his 
readers? His bouk was much read 
thirty years ago and before that time. 
It was the outcume of the war of 1541 
and of Liu'T'sz-beii’s tenure of the Cauton 














viceroyalty, Liu obtained translations 
from Murray's Geography through pu- 
pils who had learned English in mis- 
sion schools. Wei-yuen was editor and 
was a good scholar. But he failed in this 
point most grievously. Why was his at. 
tention not drawn to the edicts of Yung 
Cheng? Why did the import of opiam 
vise gradually from the time of Yung 
Cheng, take a sudden leap forward in 
1767 80 as to reach 1,000 chests, and 
so alarm the Government by its farther 
incrense in -1799 that a uew odict 
against it was issued fortified by strong 
penalties? Wei-yuen ought to have 
felt that his theory was wulikely to be 
true, made more minute inquiries, aud 
corrected the erroneous opinion that 
he had formed. A similar lack of 
research characterizes the memorials 
of the various Cousors and Viceroys 
who between 1820 and 1840 addressed 
on the opium question, 
ds were absorbed with the 
ity of the evil as it appeared in 
the couutry under their own eye, aud 
the pressing need of energy to root 
it out and savo the uation, If they 
knew the exact facts it would bave 
been an unpopular thing just then 
to point out that opium smoking 
had been in the country aud steadily 
increasing for fally fifty yours before 
the English Enst India Company suc- 
ceeded the Portuguese in conducting 
the import trade. 














THE STRIKE OF COOLIES. 

During the past week, a serious strike 
has prevailed amongst the coolies employed 
by the Cargo Boat Company, the extent of 
which will be understood from what 
follows. The example set by the stono- 
masons about a month ayo has boon fol- 
lowed by others besides the cargo-boat 
coolivs. ‘Those in the employ of the Yang 
‘Tai Company, who are paid bi-monthly, 
received their wages on ‘Thureday with- 
ont expressing any dissatisfaction. On Fri- 
day morning, however, a great many of 
them failed to put in an appearance, and 
business has been more or less at a atand- 
still. ‘The disaffection, it is believed, has 
been caused by intimidation on the part of 
the other malcontents ; in other words, it 
another phase of the jealousy and ill- 
feeling which exists between the Ningpo 
aud Shanghai labourers, 

On Friday morning a large number 
of the Cargo Boat coolies assembled 
in frout of tho Mixed Court, where they 
remained perfectly quiet and orderly. 
‘As soon as the police business had been. 
disposed of, five or six of the ringleaders 
advanced to the Bench, bowed revereutly, 
and presented a petition to Chén, the sum 
aud substance of which was that the coolies 
employed by Messrs. Wheelock & Co. 
pray that His Worship will assist them by 
negotiating with their employers for an 
increase of $2 per mouth to their wages. 
‘Their present rate is $6, from which tho 
foreman deducts $3.50 for their board and 
a further sum of 30 cents, which the 
petitioners mutually agree to give the 




















foreman as a ‘cumshaw.’ Thus there 
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remains to each man a net amount of 
only $2,20 per month, which they consider 
to be insullicient. ‘They therefore pray 
that His Worship will intercede on their 
behalf so that an increase of $2 per month 
may be granted thom. His Worship, after 
reading the petition, replied that ho would 
deal with the case on Monday next, and 
the strikers withdrow. 

‘On Monday morning at a few minutes 
before 10 a largo crowd of strikers 
assembled at the Mixed Court to await 
tho decision of Mr. Chén who, in the 
interval, is believed to have referred the 
matter to the Taotai. ‘The employers, were 
represented by Mr. Wheelock Mfr.’ John 
Sharp, and Br. W. Pemberton. Mr. Chén, 
accompanied by Mr. Scott, H.B.M.’s Vieo 
Consul, entored the Court at the usual hour. 
Shortly after Mr. Chén has taken his seat 
on the Bench the seven men, who had pre- 
-sonted the petition, came forward and knelt 
yefore him, but as he was not prepared to 
cor ce business one of the officials 
directed them to retire and wait fo 
afew minutes, After a short interval His 
Worship called them up one after another 
and asked them by whom tly were en- 
gaged. ‘They repliod that they had been 
‘engaged by Tseh Tsa0-yen, the head coolie 
of Messrs, Wheelock and’Co. His Wor- 
ship thon asked the latter if he could 
identify the complainants, 'Tsch Tsao-yen 
anid he could not, and most emphatically 
lonied ever having engaged them. Mr. 
Chén asked who did engage them. ‘To 
this ho ropliod that he only hired the chief 
coolies (Iaodahs) of the cargo boats, aud 
that the latter were responsible for the em- 
ployment of the reat. Mr. Chén asked under 
which Japdahs and in what boats were all 
the coolies employed who were now on 
strike, The answer to this was that

Whilst Messrs. Whe 
and Co.'s coolies have been on strike 
the Yaug Tai Company have very naturally 
enjoyed an influx of business, ‘This was 
atastoful to the disaffected ones, and, as 
we stated in our issue of Saturday last, 
by dint of intimidation they induced the 
Yang Tai men to follow their example aud 
by that means have placed the latter Com- 
pany at an equal disadvantage with their 
own. The Yang Tai coolies would proba- 
bly be only too ready to return to work but 
dare not, as the others would be certain to 
attack them. At this stage, His Worship 
adjourned the proceedinys until 9 a.m, t= 
day in order that the laodahs might appear 
and give evidence. ‘The petitioners with- 
drew and communicated the result of their 
interview to the crowd outside, who re- 
ceived it with the greatest dissatisfaction, 
and insisted with threats, shonts and 
yells, that the matter should be settled 
to-day and that if it was not they would 
tear the head coolio to pieces. About 
twenty of the Yang Tai coolies entered 
the Court and prayed for the protection of 
the Magistrate in order that they might 
be enabled to return to work. ‘They said 
they had been unemployed for several days 
through intimidation, and were reduced to 
great distress. Mr. Chén directed them to 
resume their duties, assuring them that 
Messrs. Wheelock and Co.’s men would 
not interfere with them, and that whatever 
might be decided in favour of the latter 
they also would reap the benefit of. ‘The 
Yang Tai men retired perfectly satistied 
with’ this answer, but Messrs. Wheelock 
and Co.'s coolies still clamoured for an 
immediate decision, His Worship told 
them to go away. ‘The seven men who 


















































originally presented the potition said they 
were quite williny to go but there were 
hundreds outside who would not be put off. 
Upon this Mtr. Chén aud Mr. Scott left 
the Bench, went outside and endeavoured 
to persuade the crowd to disperse; but 
their eloquence was completely thrown 
away ; the more they tried to pacify the 
strikers the more tle latter yelled and 
hooted. Mr. Wheelock and Mir. Pember- 
ton entertained great fears for their own 
safety, and would not venture to leave the 
place.’ The former gave Mr. Scott notice 
that on his way down he should call at 
Fuh-lee and buy two revolvers. Mr. 
Scott replied that if he (Mr. Wheelock) 
meant that in earnest he would order his 
arrest at once. He could do what he 
liked but must say nothing about it, 
But it soon became apparent that they 
were perfectly safe from the fury of the mob, 
and that the head coolie and clerk, and not 
themselves, were the objects of vengeance, 
After a brief consultation between Chén 
and Mr. Scott it was decided, for the sake 
of pence, to lock up the head coolie, as 
many of the complainants said they would 
go away quietly if this was done. Tho 
head coolie was first conducted by one 
of the Court officials to one of the 
interior departments in the Yamen and 
was about to be confined in a most 
wretched den with about forty miserable 
looking con The representatives of 
the Cargo Boat Company soon became 
awaro of the cireumstances and went to visi 
the place. Mr. Scott's intercession 
sought and after he had spoken to Ci 
the head man had better quarters assigned 
to him. ‘The No. 1 Chinese clerk was also 
detained, ‘The men having been locked up, 
Messrs. Scott, Wheelock, and Pemberton 
went away without molestation. Whilst 
this way going on, an armed body of Police, 
which had been previously sent for by Br, 
Stripling, was on its way to the Court, 
and very shortly after the departure of 
the above named gentlemen, came up 
under the command of Mr. Penfold, and, 
in due course, soparated the crowd ; but not 
before the latter had expressed their deter- 
mination to return in much larger num- 
bers on the following day, when they would 
take care to be well armed and not be so 
easily put to flight. 
‘The investization into the complaints of 
the Cargo Boat coolies was resumed at the 
Mixed Court on Tuesday morning. About 
ine o'clock a large crowd of strikers as- 
mbled in front of the Yamén where 
they remained perfectly quiet 
throughout the proceedings, 
probably of a strong body of Police 
posted at the outrauce, and at intervals 
1 each side of the road’; the fore 
stables were armed with rifles and sword 
bayonets and the natives with batons. The 
employers wero again represented by Mr. 
Wheelock and Mr. Pemberton, and there 
wereseveral other foreigners present, includ- 
ing two Municipal Councillors, who watched 
the case with much interest. ’ ‘The lawlahs 
of the boats and the original petitioners 
were in attendance. A large reserve of 
Police was waiting at the Looza Station 
ready to turn out at a minute’s notice 
in the event of there being a riot. 
Messrs. Stripling and Wilson brought 
their swords with them in case of being 
required for active duty. ‘The Court 
opened at 9.45; the Che-lisien Mo oceu- 
pied the Chair, with Mr. Scott ou his 
right and Mr. Ghén on his left. A brief 
conversation ensued between the two ma- 
gisteates, after which Chén retired and 
presently returned with Mr. Cheshire who 
took a seat next to him. ‘The headman, 
who had been in durauce vile sineo ML 
day, as the coolies had threatened to kill 
him, was tirst calted before the Bench, 
Mr.’ Pemberton asked Mr. Scott if the 
man would have to go down on his knees, 
aud the Jattee replied that he thought he 
would have to. Mr. Chén thew directed 
him to kuecl, and the order was complied 














































































































with, though with evident reluctance. 
‘The Che-hsien asked the head coolie how 
many men he employed and how 
much they were paid. Tho laodah of 
No. 6 boat was then called up and ex- 
amined. His Worship asked him how many 
men were engayed in a boat, what were 
their respective wages and the regulation 
rally followed. The laodah repli 
that, including himself, there seven 
men toa boat. Er boat is entitled to $42 
per month, which sum is paid by Mossrs. 
Wheelock & Cv. to the head coolie, who 
keeps $2 and hands over the balance to 
the laodah. he latter has the entire 
responsibility of engaging men to servo 
under him, of providing them with 
food, and of paying their wages. A laodah’s 
wages he added, is $4 per month. The 
Che-hsien asked what was the actual cost 
of a coolie’s fuvd. ‘The lacdah replied, one 
hundred cash a day, $3.50 a month is de- 
ducted from each man, which, were the 
boats employed every day, would give the 
laodah a profit of $7 a month. On such 
days, however, as the boats are idle, the 
laodah only réceives twenty eents from 
Messrs. Wheelock and Co., which greatly 
diminishes the chance of the above profit 
being realised. ‘The head coolie is re- 
sponsible for all the laodahs, and they in 
turn are responsible for all’ tho coolies 
engaged by, and employed under, them- 
selves, ‘Che Che-hsien then asked what wages 
e received by the head coolie, to which 
the latter replied that he received #41 a 
wonth, His Worship uext examined one 
of the evolies belonging to boat No, 112, 
who said that he only received $2.20 and 
entered into along story of his wrongs, The 
Che-hsien told the complainants that he had 
giveu the matter his careful consideration 
and was of opinion that the thirty cents 
taken by the head coolie was in accordance 
with Chinese custum; that the $3.50 deduct- 
ed by the laodah was a reasonable charge, 
as food was secured to them whether the 
boat was laid up or not, and he (the lacdah) 
ad to indemnify himeelf against lo 

the latter case. ‘he balance of $2.20 
eivable by each coolie was certain 
ulicient, but neither the head coo 
nor the luodalis were to blame for this ; the 
proper course for the coolies to adopt’ was 
to make their complaint in the usual way 
to the employers, Messrs, Whoelock & Co. 
His Worship alded that if the employers 
would not consent to an increase, a potition 
might be addressed either to the Magistrate 
of the Mixed Cuurt or to himself, aud he 
would consult with the Consuls as to what. 
steps could be taken, ‘The coolics then 
complaived that the head man was in 
habit of beating and other ill-treat 
them and cutting their wi when they 
did not pull well against the tide, 
On one occasion he had very severely 
beaten a cvolie belonging to boat No. 
124, when the othera refused to work, 
went on shore, and endeavoured to get 
othor employment. ‘The head coolie went to 
the French Police Station and causwd a 
few of the cvolies to be locked up. ‘It 
statement vas denied by Mr. Wheelock, 
who said the head coolie had never done 
anything of the kind, aud that the men had 
been locked up without i 
The Che-1 u asked the coolies if they had 
erer spoken about an increase of wages to 
the laodah. ‘The coolies said they had, but 
the latter lared that they had not. 
‘The Che-hsi remarked that Wang Fu 
aud Chun Tien, two of the original petition- 
ers, appeared to be the worst men of the 
whole lot ; he added that he was a physi 
nomistand could easilyjudge theircharacter. 
He cautioned them that if thirty or 
more men organised to form a strike they 
were liable by Chinese law to be behea-led. 
If they thought that by four hundred of 
them juining together they could overawo 
coustituted authority, they were greatly 
mistaken, for, were four thousand rebels to 
rise up, the law was quite strony cnough 
to put them down. ‘aking into consid- 
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eration that they were all poor hard-work- 
ing men he would do his best to secure 
them an increase of wages. ‘The manager 
and some of the coolies belonging to the 
Yang Tai Company then came forward 
and complained that they were prevented 
from returning to duty through intimi- 
dation by Messrs. Wheelock and Co.’s 
men, On the Gth inst,, whilst they were at 
work, a large number of Messrs, Wheeloc 
men went on board their boats, and des- 
troyed their property. \Whilst the manager 
went to report the circumstance to the 
police the offenders made off. His Wor- 
ahip directed the Yang ‘Tai men to return 
toduty, aud compelled the soven petiti 
of Messrs. Wheelock’s Company to 
bond in Court promising to abstain from 
interfering with them in future. He con- 
cluded by promising that both Companies 
should reap the benefit of whatever arrang 
ment might be effected. The bond was 
drawn up and signed by the seven petition 
ers, soveral of whom affixed their mark as 
they were unablo to write. Another deputa- 
tion thon advanced and presented a petition 
praying that the sum of $32 might bo re- 
covered from the head eoolie on account of 
wages stopped for the alleged loss of ten 
bags of rice valued at ‘ls, 22.75, ‘The 
Che-hsien told them first.to settle about 
the bags of rice, and then come to him for 
their wages. The Court then adjourned 
and the crowd disper Hy quietly. ‘The 
Magistrates and Assessors then had a 
private consultation in the back room 
the result of which was not made known, 
‘As soon as it was over Mr. Chén and 
Mr, Scott’s interpreter came out and had 
‘a brief conversation with Mr. Penfold, 
after which they returned to the back 
room in company with Mr. Wheelock, who 
Wras there advised by the inagistrates to 
increaso the men’s wages and to direct the 
“head coolie not to deduct the thirty cents 
which he has been in the habit of stopping 
from them, To this arrangement Mr. 
Wheelock would not consent, saying that 
he liad no power to do so without the 
‘authority of his Directors, For his own

A. most outspoken, fearless and honost 
memorial has beon prosonted by Pao-ting 
regarding the expenses attending repairs 
to the Westorn Cometery. ‘The estimated 
cost of repairs amounted to 8,516.8.3.3, 
‘This money was to be divided into ten 
parts. He and the official who accompanied 

im, Hsii Ying-kuei, were to have 20 per 
cent of it as commission ; 10 per cent was 
to be divided among the small officials, 40 
per cent was calculated as sufficient for the 
work to be executed. ‘The remaining 30 
per cent was to be divided among the 
attendants, servants, ete. Officialsaro always 
mnt on business for the 
on account of the sub- 
atautial pecuniary advantages which are 
reaped. Therois a regular practice adopted 
‘of adding so much per cont to the original 
estimates to cover all these commissions, 
Many argue in extenuation of their conduct, 
that they accept of the money to avoid 
causing trouble; that by taking it things 
are kept quiet, aud it is understood that 
the Emperor is overcharged so much for 
all work done or services rendered, This 
celebrated official, Pao-ting, courageously 
informs (he Emperor of the whole thing, 
and tells him he did not take the money. 
Others may say, if they did not take it the 
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money would fall to the workman, that 
the conscience though uneasy is satisfied 
by starting soup kitchens or some other 
benevolent scheme. ‘There are honest 
persons who do not wish to be deputed to 
this kind of work, knowing this difficulty, 
and who wish to avoid the temptation. He 
asks the Emperor to cause his officers to 
draw out truthful estimates. This is one 
of the most remarkable exposés ever made 
in the official Gazette. 

Fukien has been examining the candi- 
dates for office, Those of the first class are 
retained, those of the second class are to 
have another period of trial, and those of 
the third class are dismissed. All the other 
provinces are to follow the good example of 
Fukien, aud the Board of Civil Office is 
directed accordingly. In Honan, a second- 
button military official was dismissed from 
office for opium-smoking. As he is now 
cured of the evil habit, he is to be reinstated. 
‘The Governor of Shausi, the enlightened 
Chang Chih-tung, has been busy ace 
the incompetent officials, He has divide 
them into the two classes of good and 
bad, to each of which as many belong. He 
is told to go on this way weeding out the 
bad and so raising the character and ability 
of his subordinates. The indifferent officials 
are accused on a variety of charges such as 
extorting money, opium-smokiny, stupidity, 
laziness, incompetency, etc. If they cor: 
rect their ways and reform, they may be 
reinstated.

has resigned and Liu Shu of the Foreign 
Office has obtained the appointment. 
The Viceroy of Yiinnan and Kueichou 
comes to Peking ; the Governor of Fukien 
takes his place; and Chang Chao-tung 
formerly Governor of Canton but retired 
on tho sick list, is again called out to take 
charge of Fukien, A native of Au huei, 
by name Kao, who has been outlawed for 
his irregularities in the Colonial Office 
still wanted. The authorities of 
his native province are now to be held 
responsible for his apprehension. The 
Chekiang officials are likewise held respon- 
sible for a native of that province—an 
official in the Board of Punishments, who 
forged a memorial and is atill at large.

In 
former years, the Admiral has been in the 
habit of spending half the year at the 
upper station and half the year at the 
lower station ; this year no movement will 
be made, in view of Tao's inspection. 
At Urumtsi, a Mountain Spirit has been 
sending rain, and for this auspicious favour 
a tablet is requested from the Emperor. 
The second year’s examinations of the 
students of the British Le;:ation are passed, 
and already four have taken their departure 
for the South; Mr. Fittock for Tientsin, 
Mr. Joly for Hankow, Mr. Wilkinson for 
Foochow, and Messrs. Butler and Morti- 
more for your city. We are sorry to lose 
these gentlemen from our midst, but 
having finished their studies of the lan- 
guage there is nothing for it but to go 
forth to discharge their duties as servants 
of Her Majesty. We understand that the 
greatest satisfaction was expressed at the 
successful progress which the students had 
made. 

‘The Opium Syndicate negotiations have 
been finally broken of. ‘There is not the 
slightest hope of the Chinese Government 
being induced to enter into auy arrange- 
ment such as was,intended. ‘Their plan 
now apparently is to fall back upou the 
one sketched out in their celebrated circu- 
lar to Sir Rutherford Alcock in 1869, viz., 

ibition on tho part of botit 
a over such a number of 
years as will enable India in the meantime 
to adjust her finances. 

‘The annual revenue in the East and West 
of Peking on sheep, horses, pigs, ete. has 
just been sutlicient this last year to cover 
the estimate. Above a certain amount, 
there is an additional proportionate sum 
paid in, The amount this year has come 
up to the ordinary estimate, but there has 
not been enough to allow of payment of 
the extra sum. 

The Kuo Tsze Chien has replied to the 
memorial about the education of the Ban- 
normen, Itsays theschoolroomsarein ruins, 
and there is no money to repair them, au 
that the money allowed to the scholars is 
altogether inadequate, Te is recom: 
to repair some of tho class rooms and 
to give a little additional money to the 
uupils. ‘There is a Decree accordingly. 
it will be found however that the scholars 
will not study, and the teachers will prove 
useless. This activity as to the education 
of the Manchus, will like many other good 
ideas, come to nothing. A little money 
will be spent and this will be the upshot 
of it all. 

Every two years the members of the 
Foreign Ofice have to be yuaranl 
the Throne. Prince Kung has ju 
this, and several have been promoted in con- 
sequence. A Decree in re the affair of the 
Canton graduate is issued. The blame for 
the apprehension is placed upon the under- 
lings ; there was of course some violence 
used when the party resisted the officers, 
and hence the injury sustained; but 
there was no infliction of punishment by 
the superior officers. Those who appre- 
hended him have lost their posts 
banished ; the district police have also been 
deprived ‘of their places; the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor who did not re- 
port correctly regarding the trarsactiun 
have had their cases referred to the proper 
Board for awarding tl their due punish- 
ment. The Censor’ has fled ; but if 
found he is to be driven to his home in 
Shansi.

HANKOW. 

With your consent I will make a few 
romarks on the coolies and cargo-boats 
employed in shipping tea at this port. 
Complaints have been made that the tea 
shipped from Hankow often turned out 
short weight and also short in number of 
packages. ‘This will appear by no means 
strange or curious ta one who is acquainted 
with the circumstances under which the 
tea is shipped and the character of the 
coolies and -cargo-boatmen employed. It 
is rumoured that this season there has 
been an unusual amount of pilfering and 
that the amount stolen will equal if not 
exceed one thousand half-chests of tea, 
‘Chis certainly seems a very large amount, 
but Iam of opinion it is pretty near the 
truth. Doubtless it will interest you to 
kuow something of the manner in’ which 
this wholesale pilfering is carried on, and 
I shall endeavour to enlighten you to a 
limited extent. First there are a num- 
ber of native houses here that make 
a business of buying stolen goods of 
any kind or quality that may be offered 
them. ‘hey will buy a handful of tea, 
cotton, seaweed or any kind of cargo 
brought them by coolies working on board 
of the vessels that frequent the port. - The 
way in which the tea is chiefly stolen is by 
robbing the chests while on buard the cargo- 
boats, by cutting the paper on the bot- 
tom edge of the chests and straining them ; 
in this way they are able to extract several 
catties out of a chest without detection. 
‘Tho covered catgo-boats offer great facili- 
ties for this mode of operating when work- 
ing at night on board ship. As soon as one 
gangway finishes working the coolies will 
crowd another gangway, and create all the 
confusion they can; and during the row 























the tallyman’s assistant is on hand with 
his bamboos and slips them in the rack on 
board of the ship, passing the correspond- 
ing number of chests into another boat 
to avoid detection in case of dispute. ‘The 
coolies and boatmen combine and assist 
each other to create confusion and noise 
to attract the ships-officers’ attention, 
while one of their party takes advantage 
of the opportunity to. pass the tally 
sticks on board the ship. In some in- 
stances the hong employé that goes with 
the tea on board ship is implicated 
also. So long as he can produce the 
mate’s receipt his master is satisfied. 1 
heard of an instance last season where a 
chop of tea was shut out of a ship and 
remained in the cargo boat over Sunday. 
‘The Canton mau in charge of the tea, 
knowing hi men’s failings, weighed 
tho tea and found it nearly ten piculs short, 
and the boatmen gave him sixty thousand 
cash to say nothing about it to his master. 
{t is but a few days since I was informed 
that one of the receivers of stolen goods 
(tea) had had a very uarrow 
came to the knowledge of the 
officials that he had a large quantity of 
stolen tea in his possession, One of the 
underlings went to interview him, but he 
refused to be ‘drawn’ upon tlie question. 
However they watched him until he com: 
menced to move the tea ; then they seized 
it, and reported the matter to the wei: 
who ordered a strict investigation, 
time the receiver compromised mat- 
ters with the runners by paying them two 
hundred thousand cash, and the investi 
tion resulted in finding ’that he had a lekia 
pass for the tea which was supplied by 
themselves. Rumonr says that the wei- 
yuen took a share of the spoil. There is a 
remedy for this sort of thing beyond doubt, 
but it seems to be no one’s busine: 

‘The tea buyer seldom ever soes the tea 
after he buys the chop. He leaves every- 
thing to the compradore, and the compra- 
dore trusts to the yodown-man and his 
assistants, many of whom are only employed 
for tho season and have no responsibility 
whatever beyond delivering to tl ip so 
many packages. ‘The woight or contents 
is no concern of theirs. Then taking into 
cousideration the fact that when a thief is 
caught the witness that appears against 
him is sent in to the native authorities and 
kopt locked up for a number of days and 
made to feo his keoper for simply doing 
the duty that he was especially employed 
for, it will not appear odd that there ai 
so fow of them caught, as there is but li 
inducer offered to 
‘so hon to arrest a thie 
that he is likely to be punished in the same 
way as tho real offender. ‘Tho Vt 
energetic measures taken by Her Ma; 
Consul in sending a witness to be punished 
along with the thioves has effectually put 
a stop to catching any more thieves by the 
Chinese. a.

for our boasted superior Western oivili: 
tion, The smaller portion of the pro- 
perty had been leased to a foreiguer form- 
erly, before land became so valuable as it 
is now, ata moderate rent, I believe ; from 
this position the landlord will derive, at 
no very distant period, between three to 
four thousand dollars rent per annum, 
I have examined the copy of a contract 
between him ‘and one of his native 
tenants, which stipulates 3,600 cash 
annual rent per mow, the owner to 
hhave a lien on the house in the case of 
non-payment ; uo opium dens and no bro- 
thels to be kept (he ought to have in- 
cluded swine and mangy dogs too, and 
distilleries of sammehoo) andso forth, ‘The 
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Doctor dorerves to be congratalated on 
his high standard of morality, as shewn 
by the terms of his contracts, For one or 
two sites of the houses he charges only 
$2.50 per mow, I believe ; but Lunder- 
stand they are occupied by the relatives of

Ch‘ao, Commander-in-Chief in Hu-nan,

at Tientsin reported the expiration 
leave and his intention to proceed 
vid Chiaug-nan to his post. On the way 
he visited several physicians, aud never 
ceased to take medicine for his complaint. 
His old wounds have broken out afresh, 
and the dimes of sizht from which he 
suffered has not yet left him. The doctors 
all tell him that the more anxious he 
for his recovery the less likely he is to got 
well. ‘The pain of his wounds he might 
make an effort to endure, but in the post 
which he occupies, yood eyesight ix indis- 
pensable. te feele thereforo that it would 
be better for him to retire for a short time 
tw recruit his health, than to perform his 
duties in the perfunctory manner he needs 
must,  Rescript:—Let Pao Ch‘ao be 
granted « month’s leave. He need not 
vacate his post, 
Memorial from Li Hung-chang, 
stating that he has just received letters 
from home telling him that his mother 
no better. He prays therefore that he 
may be granted leave of absence to go 
at once to visit her. He states that his 
mother, whose maiden name was Li [the 
same character as the Grand Secretary’s— 
25) has been residing for some ten years 
in the official residence of his brother Hat 
the Governor-General of Hu-ku: 
She is $3 years uf age, aud her coustitu- 
tion had hitherto been robust. But last 
winter she sutfered from dysentery, and 
althouzh the physicians succeeded in’'stop- 
ping the worst symptoms, she still cou- 
tinued feverish at might. At the begi 
ning of spring she was a little better. 
















































Memorialist had carlier sent his son 
Ching-fang to Hu-pei to wait on his 
mother with food and mediciue in his 
stead, but a letter which he has just 
received informs him that she is affected 
with a continual cough, and cannot take 
food and drink in any quantity. Sho is 
old and is breaking up: and the thought 
of her absent son continually recurs to 
her, and makes her illness more dangerous, 
When Memorialist heard this his heart 
burned with anxiety and his sleop and his 
food were worthless to him. And since 
the day in the spring of 1870 when he left 
with his forces for Shéu-hsi, and bade hor 
her farewell thirteen years ago, he has 
never seen his moth ‘A man has 
a long life timo, it is said, to spend in his 
couutry’s service, and but a short term of 
years in which he can serve his parents ; 
and now that the illuess from which his 
wother has long been suffering all en

ment. This official is accused of leading 
an idie and profiigate life; of extorting 
money from players by threats of report- 
ing their illogal performances to his father ; 
of obtaining money from proprietors of bro- 
thels by false atories of property lost on 
their premises; of accepting bribes for 
services rendered in the unlawful composi- 
tion of suits; and of many other similar 
malpractices. ‘The father ia further ac- 
cused of making erasures and alterations 
in the writton minutes of evidence, and of 
unnecessarily prolonging the settlement 
of cases, Tho charges against Shih Tai 
have been carefully investigated, and 
though on many points the evidence is 
insufficient to convict him of the practi 
attributed to him, enough has been elicited 
to establish his intimate connection with 
ersons of bad character and houses of ill 
fame; so much, indeed, that his own 
father has no plea to urge in his defence, 
but froely admits the justice of the accusa- 
tions against his son, and expresses his 
own sorrow and shame that he was not 
better able to control him. Under these 
i Shih Tai has beon sentenced 
to deprivation of his office and to undergo 
a ponalty to be determined by the Board. 
‘The charge of altering written evidence, 
brought against Shih Oh‘ang-shuo, is 
shown to have no foundation in fact ; but 
his delay in the expedition of cases and 
his failure to control his son’s actior 
committed to the Board for the \. 
ination of the usual penalty. Various 
penalties are awarded to certain associates 
of Shih Tai, who have beon proved by the 
recont inquiry to have committed offences 
againat the law.

THE MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS, 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cura Datry News. 


Sm,—I am glad to be able to endors 
the remarks in your leading article of this 
morning as to the mischievous effect of the 
alterations suggested by the Ministers in 
the draft of the proposed Municipal Regu- 
lations. It is, however, possible that many 
of the alterations proposed were suggested 
to their minds owing to the want of per- 
sonal experience of the requirements of 
the position as well as by the prevalent 
desire to shirk responsibility. 
the more likely that you yourself 
ted with regard to two stiggested 
alterations that they are evident improve- 
ments; and doubtless to an observer who 
has not to take the responsibility of 
forming By-laws suitable to the particular 
condition of the case, the By-laws in 
question, Nos. LX VII and LXXI, seem to 
be evidently improved by tho alterations. 

‘As a matter of fact By-law LXVII was 
discussed in all its bearings by the Com- 
mittee, and evidence as to the working of the 
present system was taken before deciding 
to place on the shoulders of the Chairman 
of the Couneil, the responsibility of signing 
a warrant. 

It was found to be impracticable to 


























capture any dolinquents in the act of 
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gambling, and to establish a case against 
them unless powers of entry were granted ; 
and it was likewise found that so well 
arranged were the plans of those interested 
that information was immediately given of 
any proceedings which had to be con- 
ducted in open Court. If in the ordinary 
course of events a warrant were applied 
for to search, long before it could be put in 
execution the gamblers would have decamp- 
edand tho placeassumed its ordinary appear- 
ance, On the other hand it was not thought 
advisable to grant to the Superintendent 
of Policoa power of search which might be 
abused. In the dilemma the Chairman 
of the Council seemed to be the most 
readily accesible and most independent 














official, and on him was naturally thrown 
the respousibility. In England or America 
the chief Municipal officer is always ex 
officio a magistrate, so that abundant pre- 
cedent existed for the rule. 

By-law LXXII was mado in the interest 
of the offender, as under it the Police 
Officer could permit an individual to de- 
part in cases where without bail he would 
not feel justified in releasing him from 
enstody. is 

‘Tho same remarks which apply to Bylaw 
LXYVIL likewiso may be stated with rogard 
to suggested changes in LXVI. Long 
before the required penalties were gone 
through the pledge would have been sent 
to Soochow or consigned to the melting-pot, 
suggestions in many cases have not 
originated with tho Ministers, but have 
evidently come from Chinese sources. It 
is a pity however that the Ministers in 
sending them down to Shanghai did not 
stato this in so many words. Most of them 
are ingeniously drawn up in equivocal 
phrases which would permit their being 
made use of to bring the whole Municipal 
machinery to a standstill.
